DEATH OF PETER RISER, 


The Oldest Pioneer Citizen of Fort 


Wajne Drops Dead at 1:3O 


O'elork To-day. 


Tho venerable Peter Riser, among 


the earliest settlers of Allen county, 
dropped dead at ISO o'clock this after- 
noon. Mr. Kiser had been living of late 
with the family of ex-Justice John 
Dolan, southwest of the city. He came 
to the city this morning with Mr. Dolan 
and while the latter attended to some 
business affairs, the old gentleman was 
left to his own desires. 


He was seen in the Fruit House 


about 12 o'clock and again on East Co- 
lumbia street half an hour later. That 
was the last intelligence that can be 
gained of his whereabouts alive. About 
1:30 o'clock a hostler for Dr. G. P. Bar- 
num, the East Columbia stroet livery- 
man, discovered the dead body of a mart 
lying at the rear of the stable near the 
Nickel Plate railroad track. 


It was the corpse of Peter Riser, 


lying in a position to indicate that the 
old man had sat down to rest, and being 
exhausted from too much exertion for 
his feeble condition, the heart refused 
longer to perform its functions and the 
spark of life went out. 


The remains were conveyed by 


Sohone & Wellman to their West Berry 
street undertaking rooms and later to J. 
C. Peltier's, on West Wayne street. 


Since Mr. Riser's retirement from 


business some years ago, the infirmities 
of his advancing age caused him to be 
inactive with the affairs of men. 


During the last year, and more es- 


pecially during the lost few months, 
he led a secluded life. While the in- 
evitable end was expected to come to 
him soon, yet it was lipped it might 
come to him peacefully in the sanctity 
of his own family circle. 


The widow and six sons survive him 


as follows. Charles, Byron, Wayne and 
Ellis, of this city; Ku&sell, of Nebraska, 
and Frank, of Munoie, Ind. 


Mr. Eiser at the time of his death 


was 4he oldest pioneer citizen in the 
city. 
Peter Riser was born in Montgomery 


county, Ohio, in August. 1805. In 1822 
the family removed to Shane's Prairrie,

In the early years of tho emigrants,

several years subsequent to 1838 he 
was associated with Francis Comparet, 
and then, having work in the pork and 
provision business, he erected the first 
market house here in 1835, and was the 
only butcher in the town. When he 
slaughtered au animal they had fresh 
meat, and failing to do so bacon was in 
demand. 


Mr. Kiser was married in January, 


1842, to Miss Rebecca ,«nyder,x)f Wells 
county, Ind., the Tesnlt1 of it which was 
eight children, i 11 boys. In 1844, he 
commenced mercantile bubiness on Cal- 
houn street, where he remained in busi- 
ness many years. 


In 1828 he became a member of 


Wayue lodge of Masons, and has been a 
member ever since. He represented 
Allen county twice in the state legisla- 
ture. 


He was a man of strict hosesty and 


integrity; in business affairs his word 
was as good as his bond; at heart one of 
the kindest of men; his charity and be- 
nevolence at an early day will long be 
remembered by many poor and needy 
of this county, who have received food 
and clothing from his liberal hands and 
now that he has been called away, few 
men will bs more kindly remembered 
than Peter Kiser. 


IN ONE NIGHT! 


Tbe Lelkanf Parking House and 


Falls' Rendering Establishment 


Consumed by Fire. 


A visitation of the dreaded fire ele- 


ment at au early hour this morning re- 
moved one of Fort Wayne's thriving in- 
dustries, .the Leikanf packing house, 
situated on Hanover street, near the 
Nickel Plate railroad track, in the 
eastern limits of the city. The packing 
house was owned and operated by 
Leikauf Bros., (John J. and Frank,) 
the works being Nos. 8 to 20 Hanover 
street and the office at 94 Barr street, 
where they carry on a retail business. 


The fire originated in the vicinity of 


the engine room and was first dis- 
covered by Jack Ryder, a driver for the 
firm, who boarded with tho family of 
Henry Kamphues, a butcher who lived 
in the building. The alarm from box 
8-1 was turned in, and the department 
responded promptly, but before their 
appearance the flames, fed by the grease 
and hides contained in the building, 
had spread so that access to almost all 
parts of the interior was cut off. The 
firemen worked like beavers and soon 
had two good streams playing upon the 
burning building, the water supply 
being from the river near by. In the 
meantime other firemen, by means 
of ladders, rescued tho families of Mr. 
Kamphues and Henry Glaugh, who 
occupied the upper front portion of the 
building. Some of the household effects 
were also saved. 
The building was 


well stocked with machinery, and the 
firm also had a large quantity of lard, 
hides, hams, shoulder, bacon and other 
products, nearly all of which were to- 
tally destroyed. The firm had been 
killing about 150 hogs a week lately, 
although the establishment was not run- 
ning to its full capacity. The walls of 
the building did not fall, although the 
south one is badly sprung. The loss 
on everything will aggregate $18,000. 
An insurance of $10,000 is carried in the 
Harding agency. The origin of the fire 
is attributed to a spark from the engine 
room.

HK great railroad tunnel at 
Port Huron, Midi., i-* prac- 
tically completed, and trains 
will l>e running through it 
by the end of tho your. Tho 
I'niti'd States is now con- 
nected with Canada by an 
avenue under tho St. Clair 
l'i\cr. It is in several re- 
spects the most notable and 
eiminpering feat of its kind 
It is tho longest river tunnel 


in the world, being ti,or>0 feet in all, -',300 
feet of which is under the river bod. Its 
outside diameter is :.'! feet. 
It is tho 


first cast-iron tunnel of its kind. It has 
been constructed at an unprecedented 
rate. Its prosecution has been attended 
with fewer casualties than any other 
similar work, one broken, leg buing tho 
extent of tho accident.*, excepting two 
deaths of workmen indirectly duo to 
disregard of the company's orders regu- 
lating the IIM- of air pressure. 


What is perhaps yet more remarkable, 


the cost of its construction will como 
within tho lirst estimate of three mill- 
ion dollars. 


It is a little, more than one year since,

| young man's marked predilection for 
* military studies received a great im- 


petus from this ablo soldier. 


After his confirmation in 1874, the 


Prince was sent with his brother, 
Prince Henry, who is now the Ad- 
miral, to the Gymnasium at Cassel, 
•where he passed his examinations in 
1877. 
This was the first time that any 


German prince had ever been sent to 
a public school, 


lie continued his studies in the Uni- 


versity at Bonn, and there, as at Gas- 
eel, he was treated exactly like the 
other students aud formed the habit of 
close application which has stood him 
in such good stead since he came to the 
throne. 


An English tutor who was employed 


by the Grown Princess to superintend 
the English side of the future Emper- 
or's education has given some interest- 
ing glimpses of the royal household. 
When lie first saw the Crown Princess 
she told him she was anxious that her 
son should acquire a good English ac- 
cent. 


Eeviewi and similar state functions 


were the only interruptions to tho 
work of the young, Princes. 


Prince William, as ho was univers- 


ally called, except by his governor, 
who generally said "Lieber Prim," 
soon mastered English, and speaks it 
as well as lie does German, It took 
him some time to learn how to write 
English well; but one day he brought 
his tutor a birthday letter written to 
Queen Victoria and' asked his tutor to 
correct it. 


There was nothing to correct, and 


since that time the young Emperor has 
been able to write fluently and correct- 
ly in his mother's native language. 


Nothing could be more simple and 


natural than the lives tho Princes' 
lived. 
Whether in their school-rooms, 


at their meals, or the manner in which 
they were treated, there was but little 
to distinguish them from tl-e children 


well was a horrid beast; what do you 
think ?" The tutor hardly knew what 
to answer. 


On the whole, his youth was serious, 


earnest, and eminently industrious. 
Ee rarely laughed, and always seemed 
to bear about with him the conscious- 
ness that he had a mighty mission to 
fulfill. "Even as a boy," says one1 of 
Iris biographers, "it was he, and not his 
father, who was pointed out as the fu- 
ture hope ot Germany. 


The evident seriousness with which 


lie regarded himself sometimes caused 
smiles. Anecdotes in point were freely 
circulated, as, for instance, that he 
borrowed a penknife from one of his 
attendants, and returned it with the 
solemn remark: ''"Keep this. It has 
now become a historic relic." But this 
absence of any sense of humor is now 
shown to be only the obverse side of 
splendid and princely characteristics. 


Young Wilhelm's military career be- 


gan as soon as he returned from the 
University, in the First Guard Kegi- 
ment of Infantry at Potsdam, the old 
garrison town haunted by memories of 
Frederick the Great. 


The First Guards is Prussia's crack 


regiment, and in this the Prince re- 
mained with the infantry until he rose 
to be Major, when he was transferred 
to the Potsdam Hussars, a cavalry regi- 
ment, whose uniform he is very fond of 
wearing. 


Hunting and athletic sports have a 


large part iu the young Emperor's life. 
This is not merely because the Em- 
peror is fond of the mere sport of 
knocking over small or large game, 
but because hunting expeditions offer 
an excellent pretext for assembling 
together large parties of the nobility 
and gentry and conversing with them. 


Young Wilhelm is not so enthusiastic 


or accomplished a sportsman as the 
Emperor of Austria, but he has been 
engaged in several very risky encount- 
ers with large game. 


On one occasion in Russia, when he 


•was "PrinceWilhelm." he distinguished 
himself by engaging a ferocious bear 
single-handed and came off victor. 


There is riot much chance to shoot 


large game in Germany, and the Env 
peror, for several years before his ac- 
cession to the throne, was accustomed 
to make excursions into Lithuania, in 
winter, and spending a week or two on 
the estates of his intimate friends, the 
Kadziwills, in Kussia. 


On this great demesne of Xieswies 


vast forests tilled with wild game 
stretch away for leagues, aud afford 
hunters all the perils and excitements 
of the wilderness. 


Since he has become Emperor, Wil- 


helm has continued his pleasant rela- 


and broad courts, looms tip not far 
from the bridge near which stands tho 
colossal equestrian bronze statue of 
the Great Elector. 


All the Prussian Kings and Emper- 


ors, nine in number, have at times re- 
sided in the Schloss, except Frederick 
the Third and the mighty Fritz, who 
liked Potsdam best. 


The Emperor entertains well; he 


loves his children, and brings them up 
strictly, and iu all the traditions of 
the Hohen/ollerns. He allows them 
to take on no airs because of their 
princely position. 


Tho 'heir-apparent, Crown Prince 


Frederick William, was born in May 


Evils or Civilization. 


Civilization abounds in artificial, ab- 


normal conditions, many of which must 
be more or less unfavorable to health. 
To some extent, the same thing is true 
of the lower animals and even of the 
vegetables. The domesticated horse is 
far more delicate than his wild pro- 
genitor, and the wild potato probably 
has no such tendency to rot as ib 
manifested by the cultivated progeny. 


Modern civilization makes all the 


nations neighbors—shares not only of 
each other's blessings, but of each 
other's vices and diseases. Yellow fe- 
ver, dengue, cholera, typhus fever and 
la grippe all reached us from abroad. 


Meantime the progress of the "United 


States as a nation is not without its 
bad side. 
Young men abandon the 


quiet and invigorating life of the farm 
for the exciting and in some respects 
demoralizing and enfeebling life of the 
city. The young women leave the 
normal and healthful work of the 
home for the exhausting toil of the 
workshop and the beggarly life of the 
boarding-house. 


If manufactures give us cheaper 


goods, they do so at a large expendi- 
ture of human health and life. 
At 


the same time they crowd tho great 
centers with a population hard to as- 
similate and pervaded with its own 
unhealthy and vicious tendencies. 


Even our schools, of which we are 


justly so proud, greatly aid in propa- 
gating the diseases of childhood, be- 
sJdes producing a general tendency to 
defective vision, and a letting down of 
t<ie general health. 


The increasingly minute division of 


labor, so beneficial in some respects, 
must have a belittling effect upon the 
laborer. 
As one said many years ago, 


the manufacture of a pin by the divid- 
ed labor of several different persons 
gives us excellent pins, but poor me 
ehanics, and worse yet, poor men aud 
women. 


Among other ills of civilization are 


overworked brains; various forms ol 
nervous exhaustion; the worries of do- 
mestic, and social life; the ruinous 
greed 'of wealth; the disastrous re- 
sults of excessive business competition; 
the diseases aud vices naturally attend- 
ant upon luxury; the crowding togeth- 
er of the ignorant and depraved in 
large cities. 


Let every one do his best to guard 


himself and help his brother against 
the evils of humanity at its best estate. 
—Youth's Companion.

He is in the full Hush of strength 


and has kept his youth very well.

his 31st year he 'still has the fresh- 
ness and vigor of a boy, and the elas- 
ticity of his 
temperament is dis- 


played whenever he is with intimate 
friends. 


He is more than six feet tall, well 


put up; not of so athletic a build as 
the Anglo-Saxon, but strong, wiry, 
and supple. Since he has become Em- 
peror he has grown a trifle stouter. 


His left arm is his most palpable 


physical defect. "It hangs listlessly," 
says one biographer, "and is, I should 
say, about an inch and a half higher 
than the other arm. I am told that 
this malformation is a great vexation 
as well as inconvenience to him; but 
he deserves praise for the adroit man- 
ner in which ho uses the hand." 


There is a story that the English 


physician who officiated at his birth is 
responsible for the condition of his arm, 


The Emperor rarely shows himself 


divested of his uniform. He is wise 
iu this, for his good looks are much en- 
hanced by his military trappings. 


He rises early, takes a very light 


breakfast and goes for a little exercise, 
after which he takes a second break- 
fast, this time of an omelette, ham 
and eggs, a mutton chop or a chicken. 
He dines at half-past one on bouillon 
or broth, boiled meat with vegetables, 
followed by roast meat and pudding, 
and if there is company present an 
entree and an ice. His supper is of 
meat or fish and pudding. His favor- 
ite dishes are poulcts sautees, with 
potatoes or baked fish, especially perch, 
pike, solo or turbot. 


When not in uniform he dresses in 


English style, and a marked predilec- 
tion for English costumes and manners 
has been apparent in his dress and 
demeanor for sometime past, although 
he is intensely Prussian in sentiment. 
His conversion to English ideas in 
minor matters is striking, because for 
a long time before his father's death he 
was intensely hostile even to tho name 
of England. There was a period when 
he seemed estranged from both father 
and mother, not long before Emperor 
Frederick's death, but the reconcilia- 
tion was complete, so far Frederick 
w«3 concerned, before that noble and 
generous spirit passed away. 


The new advisers by whom he has 


surrounded himself are not likely to 
interfere with the Etnporor's theory of 
being his own Bismarck. General Von 
Caprivi bears a striking resemblance 
tf jhe old Chancellor, but he has none

18S7. The St. Clair Tunnel Company 
was formed in the year ISSli. 


This great work became a necessity 


by reason of the growth of traffic over 
the Grand Trunk 1'ailway of Canada, 
the Chicago and Grand Trunk, tho De- 
troit, Grand Haven and Milwaukee, and 
the Toledo, Saginaw and Muskegon 
Railroads. Tho steam ear ferry now in 
operation at this point was found in- 
adequate and also unreliable during a 
portion of the year by reason of the 
power of the currents (ei^ht miles an 
hour) and the ice in the river. A bridge 
was impracticable, owing to the low 
level of both shores and 
the sreat 


amount of shipping traffic of 
large 


dimensions. 


The walls of tho tunnel, as indicated 


in our smallest illustration, are formed 
of thirteen cast-iron segments and a key. 
These segments are cast with thirty-two 
holes in them, twelve in each side flange 
and four in each cud. 
The 
inside 


diameter of the tunnel is twenty feet. 
The idea of substituting these seg- 
ments for brick work was suggested 
by Mr. Joseph Hobson, of Hamilton, 
Ont., the chief engineer of the St. Clair 
Tunnel Company, and also chief engineer 
of the Great Western Division of the 
Grand Trunk Railway.

The mechanical 
department on both sides of tho river is 
under the charge of Mr. J. T. Kam 
the engineer who invented the apparatus 
for lowering the stupendous shields into 
their place, and also a system of cocks 
on the twenty-four hydraulic jacks stir 
rounding tho shield, whereby two men 
can do the work of twenty-four.

The shield which is operated simulta- 


neously from each end of the tunneling, 
consists of a strong cylinder somewhat 
resembling a huge barrel with both heads 
removed. The front end of the cylinder 
is sharpened, so as to have a cutting edge 
to enter the earth. The rear end of the 
cylinder for a length of two feet or so is 
made quite thin and is called the hood. 
Arranged around the main walls of the 
cylinder and longitudinal therewith arc 
a"scries of hydraulic, jacks, all operated 
front a common pump, each jack having 
cocks whereby it may bo cut off from the 
pump whenever desired. 


Within the shields are vertical and 


hori/.outal braces and shelves, When at 
work the iron plains or the ma°onry of 
which tho tunnel is composed are first 
built tip within tho thin hood of tho 
shield; the hydraulic; jacks are then made 
to press against the end of the tunnel 
plates or masonry, which has the effect 
to push the shield ahead into the earth 
for a distance e<i,ual to tho length of tho 
pistons of tho jacks, say two feet or not 
quite the length ot the howl, and as the 
shield advances men employed in tin- 
front of the shield dig out and carry back 
the earth through the shield. 
I5y the 


advance of the shield, the hood, within 
which tho iron or masonry tunnel is 
built, is drawn partly oil from and ahead 
of the constructed tunnel, thus leaving 
the hood empty. The pistons of the hy- 
draulic jacks are then shoved back into 
their cylinders, and a new section of 
tunnel is built up within the hood as be- 
fore described. Tho shield is then pushed 
ahead, and so on. The extreme end of 
the tunnel is always within aud covered 
and protected by the hood. 
Jn this man- 


ner the earth is rapidly excavated or 
bored out aud the tunnel built without 
disturbing the surface of the ground.

The force bill, brought forward by Con- 


gressman Lodto of Massachusetts, and 
passed by the house of representatives, is 
regarded by all honorable men ns more in- 
famous in its purposes than any act of trea- 
son to the constitution that the republican 
party has previously proposed. 


Chief SuperTlior* For Life. 


The bill authorizes the appointment of 


chief supervisors by the U. S. circuit 
judges, who hold office for life, are amena- 
ble to no person, and are election directors 
in their respective districts. These chief 
supervisors appoint three supervisors for 
each election precinct, end they may in- 
crease the number of election officers at 
•will without consulting congress and pay 
them from the public treasury without 
limit as to the aggregate amount. Indeed, 
the voters of the United States, the treas- 
ury, and the army and navy are placed 
under the control of .the chief supervisors 
and supervisors while they are managing 
and controlling elections, and the chief 
supervisor may, after consultation with the 
U. S. district marshal, have as many dep- 
uty marshals appointed as may seem to 
be necessary, and in the absence of deputy 
marshals the supervisors have the full 
power of deputy marshals and may arrest 
a voter if challenging him does not. ac- 
complish all that is absolutely necessary. 


Here we have a set of supervisors clothed 


iritb despotic power. Thev can arrest 
and imprison at will. They have at their 
back the |.uree and the sword, and are ob- 
solutely a law unto themselves. 


Aldi to tli* Chief Supervisor. 


Sec. 5 of the fore* bill makes it obliga- 


tory upon the judge to appoint as many 
supervisors as the chief may desire, and 
while the chief may in his discretion pre- 
oent additional names to those who have 
formerly applied, the judge has no discre- 
tion, but is bound to appoint the number 
desired from the list furnished him by the 
chief, three supervisors at least to each 
precinct or polling-place, two from one po- 
litical party and one from the other, and 
give full authority to the two who are 
agreed to act independently of the other; 
that is to say, the two republican super- 
visors may act and their action is made 
lawful if no democratic supervisor at all 
should be appointed, and if appointed and 
he should undertake to expose any rascal- 
ity practiced by the other two or should 
fail to pull smoothly in harness with them 
the chief may remove him and suspend hifl 
pav in his discretion. 


This section aruis the chief supervisor 


with a complete muzzling process. He can 
order any amount of cheating and rascafi- 
ty to be perpetrated at any polling-place 
within bis jurisdiction, and if either one 
of the supervisors or the deputy marshal 
protest* or attempts to expose it; or re- 
fuses to bear witness that what the ma- 
jority does is fair and honest, or that what 
the state inspectors or poll-clerks do is 
dishonest or fraudulent—in short, for do- 
ing or failing to do anything which the 
chief may desire or order—he may suspend 
or remove any officer within his jurisdic- 
tion, stop his pay, and cut off his rations. 
In short, this section is framed upon the 
idea that the chief supervisor, like the 
king, can do no wrong. 
Still Morn Extraordinary Powers Conferred 


Upon the Chief SupervUow. 


Sec. 6 of the force bill authorizes the 


chief supervisor to transfer -bis subordi- 
nate supervisors throughout a congres- 
sional district. 


The seventh section declares the chief 


nnd all of the inferior supervisors and 
deputy marshals to be officers of the 
United States the moment they are as- 
signed to duty, which puts them u ithin 
the protection of ihe Nagle case recently 
decided by the supremo court, the effect 
of which is to exempt them from prosecu- 
tion in the state courts for any crime they 
may commit under color of their office, or 
while assuming to discharge the duties 
thereof. 
If one of them should kill or 


maltreat a citizen of the state he would 
not be amenable to the state law, but could 
only be tried in a U. 8. court, and before a 
partisan judge, whose creature he is. 


Sec. 8 invests the chief with the power, 


through his subordinates, to revise and 
supervise the registration of voters; to ex- 
amine state ballot-boxes before elections 
begin; to keep a poll-list and to number 
the voters; to receive and count ballots re- 
jected by the state inspectors; to make 
statements and returns to the chief super- 
visor in whatever form, manner, and to 
the extent the chief requires, and such re- 
turns to be sent up to him by the deputy 
marshal; and in a city of 20,000 inhab- 
itants and upward, the chief may require 
any of tho supervisors and a deputy mar- 
shal to make a house-to-house canvass, 
which may begin five weeks before and be 
continued on the day of election, inquir- 
ing into the eligibility of voters and wheth- 
er they have over been legally naturalized, 
whichis simply a provision for domicil- 
iary visits to do the work of ticket peddlers 
in the interest of the republican party. 
Neither of the men assigned to this work 
is required to belong to the oppoiing po- 
litical party. 
The Infamoiti Returning Bonn! Scheme. 


The bill also rrovides for the appoint- 


ment in each state by the judge of the U. 
8. circuit court of a returning board or 
board of canvassers, who receive the re- 
turns from the precincts in the various 
counties and hear evidence if they think 
proper, and then declare and certify undiT 
their hands and seals who is elected rep- 
resentative in congress, and the individual 


. so certified in to be placed by tho clerk of 


the house of representatives on the roll of 
members elected, and thus authorized to 
participate in the organization of the next 
house of representatives. These boards of 
canvassers have autocratic power far be- 
yond any power or authority granted to 
any similar board in the world. They can 
make, according to their own sweet will, 
the bouse of representatives of the United 
States. Under the bill they can certify 
any candidate as duly elected a member of 
congress, no matter if he received only 


1,000 votes while his opponent received 
10,000 votes, and the clerk of the house of 
renvesentatives is compelled under heavy 
penalty to place the name so certified on 
liis list of congressmen. Only ono remedy 
is open to the legally elected member and 
that ia the right to contest the elec- 
tion, but it is fair to presume that he 
wguld have to wait until "Hope deferred 
made the heart sick" before he would be 
allowed a seat in a house of representa- 
tives chosen under this bill. 


Here is something infinitely worse than 


the Louisiana returning board. Under the 
old regime, tho vilest wretches who con- 
cocted frauds observed some t>bow of 
bt'crecy, but under the republican force 
bill, devised to secure the same ends, the 
contrivers of that anomination throw off 
all disgrace, and with brazen audacity, 
create a returning board to perpetrate 
frauds and rob the people of their rights. 


Knotruottilugliiw KevlTid. 


The twelfth subdivision of sec. 8 beats 


knownothingism in its palmiest days. 
It 


requires the supervisors, when instructed 
by their chief, to make a complete list of 
all foreign-born persons who have been 
natura ized, with the date thereof, their 
place of nativity and present resid«nce, 
and the name and residence of the wit- 
nesses used to obtain naturalization papers; 
and they are to examine and note the 
original affidavits and application pre- 
sented to the court, all of which shall be 
filed in the office of the chief supervisor 
and there preserved. It establishes politi- 
cal espionage over nil of pur naturalized 
American citizens with a view to controll- 
ing their votes for the republican party. 


Count ne 1" Rijmbllcnni. 


Sec. 15 authorizes the chief supervisor 


t« notify the judge of the U. S. circuit 
court in September that he has business 
for the court to transact; and thereupon 
the judge shall open his court the 1st of 
Octobpr, nnd shall appoint* hoard of three 
canvassers, not more than two of whom 
shall belong to the same political party, 
who shall hold their office lor "so long as 
faithful and capable." 


They shall have a seal and the power of 


appointing a clerk who shall receive $12 
per day, and each of them shall receive a 
salary of SISaday for each day actually 
employed in the work of "canvassing the 
statements and certificates of ballots cast 
at any ejection, general or special, for a 
representative or delegate in congress, and 
and a further sum of $5 per day for their 
personal expenses." The board is required 
to convene on the 15th day of November 
of each even 
year, and 
shall con- 


vene at 
such 
place 
in the 
state 


as is most convenient to them where 
a circuit court of the United States is held, 
and are to have power to finally canvass 
and tabulate the statements of the votes in 
.each congressional district of the state ac- 
cording to the returns made to the chief 
supervisor*; they mav call before them 
and examine any of the supervisors who 
acted at the election anywhere in the dis- 
trict as to the correctness of the returns 
maile by them. 


The majority of the board is authorized 


to act, winch is equivalent to saying that 
the republican members of the board may 
decide any matter to cuit themselves, and 
the democratic member can do nothing 
more than to protect. When they arrive 
at a decision their finding is to be made 
public in triplicate certificates, one to be 
filed with the chief supervisor, one to be 
sent to the person elected, and one to be 
sent to the clerk of the house of represent- 
atives, unless they find that no one was 
elected; and then the certificate is sent to 
the governor of the state.

Sec. 16 makes it the duty of the clerk of 


the house of representatives to put on 
the roll of members elect the name of the 
person certified by the board of can- 
vassers to have been elected. And lor 
failure to comply with this requirement 
they make the clerk punishable by a fine 
of not le^s than $1,000 nor more thau 
$5,000, and imprison.nent for not more 
than rive years, one or both, itnd to bo for- 
ever disqualified from holding office under 
the United States. 


The Authority of the State Wiped Out. 
A certificate of election from the gov- 


ernor of a state is set at naught and made 
worthless. Never before in the whole 
history of congressional legislation were 
the great seal of a spve-eien state and the 
certificate to which it is attached treated as 
mere waste paper. 
The certification of 


two partisan members of a canvassing 
board, appointed by a federal judge, is to 
be received as go»p«l truth, while the cer- 
tification of a governor, who speaks fora 
sovereign state, is to be treated as waste 
paper and utterly disregarded. Are the 
American people prepared to submit to 
such degradation?

It is estimated that the republican force 


bill, should it become a law, will croate an 
army of mercenaries of about 275,000, 
and"that they will cost the country for 
every congressional election not less than 
$28,000,000. 
Indiana's Share In the Hepubllcnn In- 


iquity. 


Hon. John H. O'Neall, the representa- 


tive in congress of 
the Second In- 


diana district, in a speech delivered in 
congress June 30, demonstrated that Indi- 
ana has at least 18,000 subordinate super- 
visors for her 3,000 voting precincts. If 
these supervisors are on duty twelve days, 
which the law permits, at $15 a day, which 
the law fixes as their par diem, it will cost 
the countrv for ono election the enormous 
sum of $1,080,000. To this army of repub- 
lican heelers another army of deputy mar- 
shals may be added, at a cost of s5 a day, 
which would swell the grand total in- 
definitely. 


"As a climax to all this, says Mr 


O'Neall, the state returning board with $15' 
per day each and $5 each extra for ex- 
penses. This returning board is to con- 
sist of three persons, "not more than tuo 
ot whom sna'll belong to the same political 
party;" the other may belong anywhere 
or nowhere. 


This board, or any two thereof, may 


"certify" or "count in." Their certificate 
confers title, the state returns to tho con- 
trary notwithstanding. Their certificate, 
when it reaches the clerk of this house, 
must be recorded, and the name of tho 
party certified to must be enrolled by said 
clerk on tho roll of membership. A fail- 
ure so to enroll him subjects the clerk to 
heavy penalties, the certificate of the gov- 
ernor of any state or the law of any state 
to the contrary notwithstanding. 


Has it come to this, that the certificate 


of the governor of a state—ft man in whom 
the people of the state have expressed 
their confidence by electing him to the 
high office—isit possible that t he certificates 
of the govemor, hacked up by the returns 
mad« by tho state canvassers, is to pale 
before the certificate of this mighty trio, 
or any two of too trio, a trio, perchance, 
hatched and brought into existence by a 
midnight junta of professional politicians? 
Must the people turn their elections over 
to politicians? 


"The force bill debauches the judiciary 


and brings," said a member of congress, 
"the circuit judges of the United States 
nnd other federal judicial tribunals into 
mud and dirt of partiMiu political schemes. 
Who appoints the judge? He is there for 
life. lie appoints the supervisors. These 
duties imposed on the courts by this bill 
are extra-judicial. If judges agree to vol- 
untarily perform them, they take from the 
judiciary its high character. The judge is 
there withoufsny power to direct and 
compel his action. The supervisor is 
amenable to nobody, and it is not possible, 
Mr. Speaker, if this becomes a law, to 
bring 
him to aecount for 
whatever 


he may do. however wrong it may be, 
however dir ctly acainst the law it may 
be. There is no power to bring him up 
before a court and question th* authority 
of his act. The moment you do this the 
man who does it is brought beforeith« 
same court, because he complains of in- 
justice and illegality lathe supervisor.and 
he is put in prison by the jury. Who 
chooses the jury? The supervisor or his 
marshal; and the man who does the wrong 
goes free. A man cannot step in and in- 
terfere, or h« may be "subject to arrest. 
This supervisor or the marshal, who are 
without responsibility, may go to the polls, 
may make a house-to-house inspection, 
may see to the registering, go into the 
election-room, count the ballot*, mark the 
ballots, and having done that may certify 
to the clerk of thU house the congressional 
vote. 


The foregoing discloses the essential in- 


equalities of the republican force bill, un- 
paralleled in its designs to sweep away the 
rights of states and of individuals.

The proposition to put a duty on tin- 


plate- was denounced by a republican 
lender in congress some years ago as a 
call to protest an infant industry which is 
as yet unborn. The house of representa- 
tives has voted, and the senate is es- 
pec-ed to agree, to tax the people of this 
country from §10,000,000 to $16,000,000 a 
year to develop and protect this still un- 
born infant. 
For what purpose? To 


give employment, it is said, to the 24.000 
workmen now idle, who would be re- 
quired to make the tin-plate used in this 
country. * * * H would be far cheaper 
for the country to pay 24,000 idle men 
average wages to do nothing than to tax 
every square of tin roof, every dinner-pail, 
teapot, milk pan and tin can simply to 
build up half a dozen more monopolist 
millionaires and enable them to give coach- 
ing parties through Scotland to protection 
leaders, nnd to found libraries from the 
savings of a ft per cent, reduction in their 
workingmen's wages. 


THE UNBORN INDUSTRY. 


In Anticipation of It. Birth the People Pfty 


•15,000.000 a T*ar. 


IFenalor VoorhcM.] 


If this somewhat elaborate description of 


the manufacture of one of the great staples 
of plain domestic life may seem tiresome 
to senators, perhaps it will seem less so to 
the industrious housewives of the country, 
especially when the amount of tax they 
a're made to pay on their kitchen utensils, 
and the reasons for such taxation are 
pointed out and explained. There is oot 
a mill in the United States, and there 
never has been, encaged in the manufac- 
ture of tin-plate. There are but three 
American mills which produce even the 
iron plates, or black sheets necessary for 
the manufacture of tin-plate, and their an- 
nual product does not exceed 12,000 tons. 


Those who make tin CUPS, tin buckets, 


tin pans, tin spoons and tin dishes for the 
tables of the poor, import all the tin-plate 
used in their business. In 1889 they im- 
ported 377,000 ton*, which was cut up and 
made into tin-ware for household pur- 
poses, and the people of this country paid 
for this tinware more than 590,000,000. 
The duty on tin-plate under existing law 
is 1 cent per pound, and the net revenue 
derived 
last 
year from this 
source 


amounted to at least $5,541,900, paid by 
those who purchase and uso tinw_are. 


But that is a mere tap on the till of the 


industrious masses, the bread-winners, the 
busy bees who gather honey for the indo- 
lent, bloated drones of the hive to eat 
compared with what the McKinley bill 
now reposes. The finance committee of 
this body has reported a bill to us raising 
ihe tariff tax on imported tin-plate to 2.2 
cents per pound—an increase of 120 per 
cent, over the present rate, and swelling 
the aggregate of revenue on this one class 
of goods from a little over five millions and 
a half annually to over fifteen million dol- 
lars.

Evidently the intended protection, liber- 


ally bestowed by the house and senate, 
does not protect "labor, but is only fruitful 
to the manufacturers in this country. 
Women and children of tender age are 
virtually today the slaves of powerful cor- 
porations. 


Slave TOigni. 


In the cotton and woolen mills of Penn- 


sylvania, New York and the New England 
states, women and children work at from 
35 to 75 cento a day; their day's worn 
consists of ten hours; hence at 3j and 7J 
cents an hour. According to th« census 
of Massachusetts of 1885, 23 per cent, of 
all persons employed ia the cotton and 
woolen mills receive only $2.10 to $4.50 per 
week, when attending to from two to three 
looms each, while in Great Britain they 
have charge of one or two looms only.

Families In these .aforementioned states 


falsify the entries in their family bibles so 
as to enable them to put their children 
earlierto work than the law permits, being 
unfortunately forced to resort to these 
means in order to be able to meet current 
living expenses.

industrial league was appointed by the 
chairman of the senate committee on edu- 
cation and labor, to investigate the status 
ot the working women in this country, 
and she has also, for years past, carefully 
watched the abuses of these corporations, 
and from actual fact* and statistics gath- 
ered appeals to your honorable body to 
protect then unfortunate women and 
children. 
Tbe Cloak Manufacturer! Bedne* Wage). 


Immediately after the pawago of the 


tarilf bill in the house on May 21 last, 
when a bountiful provision of an advance 
•f 50 per cent, on the ad valorem duty 
was granted to the cloak manufacturers, 
they, on the 5th day of June, notified their 
women-workers that their wares would be 
reduced 26 percent. Kec-ivine themselves 
an advance of 50 per cent, ad valorem on 
existing rates, decreasing in turn their 
women wage-woikere* pittance to a fur- 
ther reduction of 25 per cent., seems like 
grinning mockery and wanton cruelty. 


Inhnmunitj to Silk Weavers. 


The silk wearers of Bethlehem, Pa., have 


been notified, by their employers, that a 
reduction of 40 p«r cent, of their wages has 
been decided upon; they, for self-preser- 
vation, were oblieod to strike. These silk 
ribbon manufacturers have also been lib- 
erally provided for with an advance of 20 
per cent, by the house and senate on their 
goods, receiving a bounty of 20 per cent, 
extra, and asking these white slaves, by 
this reduction of their wages, virtually to 
contribute to their employers 40 per cent, 
from their already scanty wagw, seems al- 
most inhuman. 


Price* Which I>«grad* Women. 


Your memorialists also respectfully sub- 


mit to you the fact that women in New 
York City are making a boy's jacket for 
15 cents, in fact a whole jacket for the 
price of two loaves of bread, and a pair of 
pants for 12 cents. 


Women finishers in the woolen mills in 


Pennsylvania, according to the Pennsyl- 
vania 
annual 
report 
of 
th» secre- 


tary of internal affairs for 1&-8, receive 
only 54 cents a day—not girls 
but 


full grown women—women spinners 71 
cents a day. women spoolers from 42 
to 64 cents a'day, women weavers 40 to 90 
cents a day, the latter sum being paid to 
experts only. In the knit goods factories 
women, not girls, receive only 55 cents a 
day for winding spools; women spinners 
60 cents a day; yarn twisters 63 cents a 
day; yarn spinners 66 centsn day; reelers 
65 cents a day; girls at work in Pennsyl- 
vania, in thw shoe and boot factories, re- 
ceive 50 cents a day. In the textile fab- 
ric factories the women spinners and 
spoolers receive from 47 to 55 cents per 
day, and the winders 66 cents a day, while 
the dressers of woven textiles receive only 
43 cents a day.

This bill was bitterly loiiRht by the re- 


publican side of the 'senate, and by as 
per*Utont a lobby as ever disgraced the 
corridors of a capitol. It passed, how- 
ever, and went to thi house, where it was 
superseded by »n amended bill, num- 
bered house bill No. 13, introduced by Mr. 
Robinson, an independent member. It 
passed that body by the «ntire republican 
vote, and the assistance ot" a few demo- 
crats, who did not pay as strict attention 
to what they were doirlg as they should 
have done.

man Bynura. "I can only give an outline 
of the principal measures. The pension, 
bill was not what, the republican party 
promi««d to the soldiers.

I knew full well when the

Had the amendment been adopted 
there would have been no excuse for the 
failure to carry out their promises, as 
revenues could have been provided by the 
issuar.ce of bonds, or greenbacks, or by 
the levy of an income fa*.

cans, however, voted down my amend- 
ment, and are now ready to make pledges 
to be broken as soon as the election is 
over. 


THE SILVER BILL A FRAUD. 


"The silver bill, about which the repub- 


licans boast BO much, has proven a fraud. 
The only effect of the bill will be to sus- 
pend coinage of the silver dollar. 
The 


promised increase of currency wiil never 
come; while the law provides that treasury 
notes shall be issued in payment of the 
purchase of bullion, the treasurer issues 
his check, whicU may be paid m gold; and 
treasury notes «f large denominations, 
which cannot circulate, are issued and 
stored away in the treasury. In short, 
the people are taxed to purchase silver 
bullion which cannot be coined.

A Full Report of tha Jo:nt Committee of 


Completo Anil Freclnn Instructions IIow to 


Vole. 


The full report of th« committee, com- 


peted of three lawyers, named by the state 
committee* of the democratic and repub- 
lican parties., is as follows: The first sec- 
tion is simply a reference to the order in 
which tickets should be printed. State 
tickets should be in the following order: 


Secretary of state, auditor of state, treasurer 


of state, judge o/jlwsupmDa court—Fifth dis- 
trict, attorney-teneral, clerk of the supreme 
court, tnparimendent of public inilructtoti, 
chief «i bureau of statittici, state geologist. 


County tickets should bo prepared as 


foil OKI: 


Representative in consrem, jud^e of circuit 


court, pr*s«eutinf attorney, judgM of super.or 
court, judge of criminal court, senator, joint 
Knator, representative, joint representative, 
clerk »f Circuit court, eonuty auditor, county 
treasurer, recorder, sheriff coieaer, county sur- 
veyor, county oorumis»ioner. 


As to the requirement for written ap- 


pointment for poll-book holders nnd chal- 
lengers, it is contemplated thai the county 
committees will put in the hands of pre- 
cinct commissioners Mank forms, duly 
signed, which may bo fi.led in and u«eil, 
in eafcp a chall?nuer should become ill or 
should be require-! to leave the polls. 


The report then continues:

In constructinir the chute.and inenforc- 


ine the provision that no person shall re- 
main within fitly ieet of theeliallenge win- 
dow, 
regard should be had to the purpose 


of the etntute. Passage along the high- 
way should not he unduly obstructed. 
PeraonB passing or being within fifty feet 
for manifestly necessary and lawtuf pur- 
poses should not be hindered or molested. 


We recommend the following instruc- 


tions to voters, required by «ec. 35 to be 
printed on the cards which art to bo posted 
at the poilf, as sufficient to meet the re- 
quirement! of tho Ian-:

This Bible from which 1 preach has 


almost fallen apart, for I read from it 
the most of the events in it recorded on 
the very places where they occurred. 
And some of the leaves got wet as the 
waves dashed over our boat on Lake 
Galilee, and the book was jostled in the 
saddle-bags for many weeks, but it is a 
new book to me, newer than any book 
that yesterday came out of any of our 
great printing houses. All my life I had 
heard of Palestine, and I had read about 
it, and talked about it, and preached 
about it. and sung about it, and prayed 
about it. and dreamed about it, until 
my anticipations were piled 
up into 


something like Himalayan proportions, 
and yet 1 have to cry out, as did tho 
Queen of Shcba when she first visited 
tho Holy Land, "The half was not told 
me." 


In order to make the more accurate 


and vivid a book I have been writing, a 
a life of Christ, entitled "From Manger i 
to Throne,'1 I left home last October, j 
and on the last night of November we 
were walking the dec.vS of the Senegal, 
a Mediterranean steamer. 
It was a 


ship of immense proportions. There 
were but few passengers, for it is 
erally rough at that time of year, and 
pleasurists are not apt to bo voyaging 
there and then. The stars were all out 
that night. Those armies of light seemed 
to have had their shields newly burn- 
ished. We walked the polished deck. 
Not much was said, 
for in all our 


hearts was the dominant word "to-mor- 
row." 
Somehow the Acropolis, which a 


few days 
before had thrilled us at 


Athens, now in our minds lessened in the 
height of its columns and the glory of 
its temples. And the Egyptian pyra- 
mids in our memory lesssened 
their 


wonders of obsolete masonry, and the 
Coliseum of Rome was not so vast a 
ruin as it a few weeks before had 
seemed to be. 


And all that we had seen and heard 


dwindled in importance, for to-morrow, 
to-morrow we shall see the Holy Laud. 
"Captain, what time will we come in 
sight of Palestine?" 
"Well," he said, 


"if the wind and sea remain as they are, 
about daybreak." 
Never was I so im- 


patient for a night to pass. I could not 
see much use for that night, anyhow. 
I 


pulled aside the curtain from the port- 
hole of my stateroom, so that the first 
hint of dawn would waken me. 


But it was a useless precaution. Sleep 


was among the impossibilities. 
Who 


could be so stupid as to slumber when 
any moment there might 
start out 


within sight of the ship the land where 
the most stupendous scenes of all time 
and all eternity were enacted— land of 
ruin and redemption, land where was 
fought the battle that made our heaven 
possible, land of Godfrey and Saladin, 
of Joshua and Jesus? 


Will the night ever be gone? Yes, it 


Is growing lighter, and along the horri- 
zon there is something like a bank of 
clouds, and as a watchman paces the 
deck I say to him, "What is that out 
yonder?" "That is land, sir," said the 
sailor. 
"The land!" I cried, and soon all 


our friends were aroused from sleep and 
the shore began more clearly to reveal 
itself. With roar and rattle and bang 
the anchor dropped in the roadstead a 
half mile from land, for though Joppa is 
the only harbor of Palestine it is tho 
worst harbor on all the coasts. Some- 
times for weeks no ship stops there. Be- 
tween rocks about seventy-live feet apart 
a small boat must take the passengers 
ashore. The depths are strewn with tho 
skeletons of those who have attempted 
to land or attempted to embark. Twenty- 
seven pilgrims perished with one crash 
of a boat against the rocks. Whole 
fleets of Crusaders, 
of Romans, of 


Syrians, of Egyptians have gone to 
Splinters there. A writer eight hundred 
years ago said he stood on tho beach in 
a storm at Joppa, and out of the thirty 
ships all but seven went to pieces on tho 
rocks and a thousand of the dead were 
washed ashore. 


Strange that with a few blasts of pow- 


der like that which shattered our Amer- 
ican Hell Gate those rocks have not been 
uprooted and the way cleared, so that 
great ships, instead of anchoring far out 
from land, might sweep up to the wharf 
for passengers and freight. 
But you 


must remember that land is under the 
Turk, and what the Turk touches he 
withers. 
Mohammedanism is against 


easy wharves, against steamers, against 
rail trains, against printing presses, 
against civilization. 


As we descend the narrow steps at the 


side of the .ship we heard tho clamor 
and niiarrd and swearing of fifteen or 


night failing on the eyelids. As a result 
of this, in Egypt every twentieth person is 
totally blind. In Oriental lands the bed 
is made of a thin small mattress, a 
blanket and a pillow, and when the man 
rises in the morning he just ties up the 
three into a bundle and shoulders it and 
takes it away. 
It was to that the 


Saviour referred when he said to the 
sick man, "Take up thy bed and walk." 
An American couch or an English couch 
would require at least four men to carry 
it. but one Oriental can easily manage 
his slumber equipment, 


But I inhale some of the odors of the 


large tanneries around Joppa. 
It is 


there to this day, a prosperous business, 
this tanning of hides. And that reminds 
me of Simon, the tanner, who lived at 
Joppa, and was the host of Peter, the 
apostle. 
I suppose tho olfactories of 


Peter were as ea-i!y insulted by the 
odors of a tannery as others. 
But the 


Bible says, "He lodged with one Simon, 
the fanner." People who go out to do 
reformatory and missionary and Chris- 
tian work must not be too sensitive. 
Simon, no doubt, brought to his home- 
stead every night the mal-odors of the 
calfskins and ox-hides in his tannery, but 


;en- ] Peter lodged in that home, not only be- 


cause he may not have been invited to 
the houses of tho merchant princes sur- i 
rounded by redolent gardens, but to 
teach all men and women engaged ir. 
trying to make, the world better, that 
they must not be squeamish and fastid- 
ious and finical and over-particular in 
doing the work of the world. 


But reference to Peter reminds me 


that we must go to the housetop in 
Joppa where he was taught the democ- 
racy of religion. 
That was about the 


queerest thing that ever happened. 
On 


our way up to that housetop we passed 
an old well where the great stones were 
worn deep with the ropes of the buckets, 
and it must be a well many centuries old, 
and I think Peter drank of it. 
Four or 


five goat or calfskins filled with water 
lay about the yard. We soon got up the 
steps and on the housetop. 
It was in 


such a place in Joppa that Peter one 
noon, while waiting for dinner, had a 
hungry fit and fainted away, and had a 
vision or dream or trance. 
I said to my 


family and friends on that housetop, 
"Listen while 1 read about what hap- 
pened here." And opening the Bible we 
had the whole story. 


It seems that Peter on the housetop 


dreamed that a great blanket was let 
down out of Heaven; and in it were sheep 
and goats and cattle and mules and 
pigeons and buzzards and snakes and all 
manner of creatures that fly the air, or 
walk the field, or crawl the earth, and 
in the dream a voice told him as he was 
hungry to cat, and he said, "I cannot 
eat things unclean." Three times he 
dreamed it. There was then heard a 
knocking at the gate of the house on tho 
top of which Peter lay in a trance, and 
threo men asked, "Is Peter here?" 
Peter, while yet wondering what his 
dream meant, descends the stairs and 
meets these strangers at the gate, and 


and L'0.000 baths of wine. 
These cedars 


have been cut down and trimmed in tho 
mountains of Lebanon by the 70,000 ax- 
men 
engaged there, and with great 


withes and iron bolts are fastened to- 
gether, and they are Heating down to 
Joppa to be taken across the land for 
Solomon's temple, now building at Jerus- 
alem, for we have lost our hold of tho 
Nineteenth century and are clear back 
in the ages. 


The rafts of cedar are guided into 


what is called the Moon Pool, an old 
harbor south of Joppa, now filled with 
sand and useless. 
\Yith long pikes the 


timber is pushed this way and that in 
the water, then with levers and many a 
loud, long "lo, heave!" as the carters 
get their shoulders 
under' the great 


weight, the timber is fastened to the 
wagons and the lowing oxen are yoked 
to the load, and the procession of teams 
moves on with crack of whip and drawled 
out words which, translated, 1 suppose 
would correspond with tho "Whoa, haw, 
gee!" 
of modern 
teamsters, 
toward 


Jerusalem, which is thirty miles away, 
over mountainous distances which for 
hundreds of years defied all engineering. 
And those rough cedars shall become 
carved pillars, and beautiful altars, and 
rounded bannisters, and traceried panels, 
and sublime ceiling, and exquisite harps, 
and kingly chariots. 


As the wagon train moves out from 


Joppa over tho plain of Sharon toward 
Jerusalem I say io myself, what vast 
numbers of people helped to build that 
temple of Solomon, and what vast num- 
bers of people arc now engaged in build- 
ing the wider, higher, grander temple of 
righteousness rising in the earth.

ORIGIN OF PIGMENTS. 


Sources From Which Colors Used in 


the Arts are Derived. 


''Tis marvelous how man has explored 


the animal, vegetable and mineral king- 
doms of creation to tiud pigments for use 
in paintijig." So said a distinguished 
chemist to a writer for the Washington 
Slar.and added: "Many of these pigments 
nature has only been able to produce by 
centuries of elaboration in her crucible. 
The ancient Egyptians sought vainly to 
discover some cheaper way of producing 
the exquisite ultramarine than by burning 
the rare and precious lapis la/.uii brought 
from Asia. From their time to ours per- 
sistent experiments have been made with 
the same end in view; but only compa-.a- 
tively recently has chemical science an- 
uly/.ed the substance of lapis lazuli and

A Favorite Gypsy Haunt. 


The interest in Kirk Yetholm as a 


haunt of thc Scottish gypsies lies rather 
in what they once were there, than in 
what they now are. They originally ac- 
quired their footing in the place through 
bravery in battle as adherents of Scottish 
border lords. That was fully 200 years 
ago. 
The feu leases of many of "their 


homes—and at one time nearly a hun- 
dred cottagers were in their possession— 
were remarkable as illustrating the friend- 
ship existing between the nomads and 
the succcisive lords of the manor. These 
were cither for "nineteen times nineteen 
years.'1 or, as with some of the more 
favored ones, "as long as grass grows 
and water runs," Their increase here 
undoubtedly reached its climax at about 
the middle of the present century. Ovcr 
four hundred gypsies then luid their 
homes in Kirk Yetholm; and at thc 
death of their chief, William Faa, in 
1847, they mustered from Yetholm and 
its immediate neighborhood 500 gypsies 
and :',00 asses as an escort for lii's re- 
mains from Coldslream to the parish 
burying ground at Yetholm. This Faa 
was the acknowledged king of the Scot- 
tish gypsies. 
Shortly after lits death on 


the sudden decease of Charles Blyihc, 
King William's immediate successor, a 
remarkable contest took place between 
thc late Faa's two daughters, Princess 
Esther and Princess Helen—thc latter a 
hah: old woman still living here alone in 
her cottage at the side of Tinker's Urcen, 
Yetholm.

In a recent interesting article upon oys- 


terculturc, the marqufs of Lorue very 
cogently asked why oysters cost $1 or 
$1.25 a dozen in London while they can 
be purchased for about half the price in 
Paris ? The explanation, as Lord Lorne 
pointed out, is that our English oyster 
beds p/odtice only a fraction of the con- 
sumption, although our own shores prop- 
erly prepared could produce oysters m 
enormous quantities. Hitherto British 
enterprise has not been directed toward 
this remunerative industry, savs St 
James' Budget, but has left it in the 
hands of a few fishermen and ancient 
corporations on the Essex and Kentish 
coasts, who lack both capital and scien- 
tific knowledge. How profitable oyster 
breeding may become when well man- 
aged may be imagined from the fact that 
the only outlay consists in preparing a 
a stretch of suitable foreshore with tiles 
bricks, shells, etc., to provide a resting 
place for thc spat or baby oyster. It is 
estimated that one oyster produces from 
one to thrce million youiiir, so that if

only a very small proportion be secured 
thc labor expended is most bountifully 
repaid.

The decrease in the birth rale of France, 


with its elTeet on the future population of 
thut country, has long been a subject of 
debate ninoiig Its public men. Statistics 
have fhoxvn that this decrease has been 
going on fur years. It now turns out that 
Kngland and Wnlcs are in a similar con- 
dition. The return* of the Kcgixlrar 
Ocncnil for England nnd Wales show 
that the «xce*« of births over deaths has 
been Ktwulilv declining for several vciim. 
In 188U the wem wiw 847,294, while, 
according to thu rcxulU of the last two 
ctniun yearn, the iiicnwc should have 
been .SS»,42:t. The birth rate was also 
rcmrirkably low. being i!3 per thousand 
below the average of thu previous do- 
cade, whili! the marriage rate ha* not 
corresponded to the increased pros[writy 
of the country. Thcxu ulntiHtlcH, with 
thu large emigration, show, in thu opin- 
on of the New York NCWM, that in time 
there will cease to be an inenuie in the 
population of Ureal Britain, providing 
thenitloof decrease in birth continues. 
Itul Kngltind hay more population now 
than she can well support, aud this may 
he Nature'n way of adjusting herself to 
man's requirements.

Belgium Is bv all odds the greatest 


lacemaking country In the world, l^accs 
»ei:m to be the favorite work of women 
In H)\ parts of Kurope, but no nation can 
compare to Belgium in the variety or 
fineness of the work. There are no laces 
made in thu C in ted Status; that in fur 


makers niny emigrate to this country, but 
if they continue in their work their pro- 
ducts do not come into the market and 
really cut no figure at all. The reason 
for thin is obvious. When one of these 
miserably paid toilers reaches America it 
docs not take -her long to find out that 
she can make many times more money 
than she can by her luce work, and so 
she will soon find other and more remu- 
nerative employment. Ik-sides, the pro- 
gress of a lacemakcr !s very slow. Of 
Kome kinds of luces a maker can finish, 
pci-lmps, two yards in a day; butlnottier 
kinds— those of ihe finest textures— she 
cannot make as much as nil inch in a*dnv. 
Those laces that arc finished on pillows 
are the kinds that are made in the least 
time. Fine laces arc very durable, and 
with proper caution will hist for genera- 
tions. But they require great care, be- 
cause, being so very fragile, they are 
easily torn. —[Chicago Post.

OH wtllera way that BORIC 


itoetlons several hundred feet in lenth ap- 
peared as much as three feet in higlit 
when they lint went there, anil hence 
they named their first town Hock wall, 
which name Is also borne by the county 
in whi;:h tho wall 1« found. Prom the 
fact that no other stone wan found in thu 
Immediate vicinity, thcne pioneers un- 
animously agreed that thu wall w;is thu 
work of Home pro-historic jwoplc who 
inhabited the country; but aft its mere 
resemblance to the work of man i« all that 
supports this theory, it Inut long nince 
been given up for the scientific cxphina.

A Favorite Gypsy Haunt. 


The interest in Kirk Yetholm as a 


haunt of the Scottish gypsies lies rather 
in what they once were there, than in 
what they now arc. They originally ac- 
quired their footing in the place through 
bravery in battle as adherents of Scottish 
border lords. That was fully 200 years 
ago. 
The feu leases of many of their 


homes — and at one time nearly a hun- 
dred cottagcr.4 were in their possession — 
were remarkable as illustrating the friend- 
ship existing between the nomads and 
tlie succcisive lords of tho manor. These 
were cither for "nineteen times nineteen 
years," or, as with some of the 'more 
favored ones, "as long as. grass grows 
and water runs." Their increase here 
undoubtedly reached its climax at about 
the middle of the present century. Over 
four hundred gypsies then had their 
homes in Kirk Yetholm; and at the 
death of their chief, William Faa, in 
1847, they mustered from Yetholm and 
its immediate neighborhood 500 gypsies 
and ;tOO asses as an escort for his re- 
mains from Col dst ream to the parish 
burying ground nt Yetholm. This Faa 
was the acknowledged king of-the Scot^ 
tish gypsies. Shortly after hLs death on 
the sudden decease of Charles lllythe, 
K ng William's immediate successor, a 
remarkable contest took place between 
tl e late Faa's two daughters, Princess 
Kslhcraiid Princess Helen-— the latter n 
hale old woman still living hero alone in 
her cottage at the side of Tinker's Green," 
Yetholm. 


These Faas ware the pick of the Scot- 


tish gypsy race, and by their sagacitv, 
address ni.d physical prowess were nhU 
for nearly three hundred years to cxt-r- 
ci.ic royal supremacy.— | Commercial Ad* 
vertiser.

I Us reception of foreigners is always 
courteous, and for distinguished guests 
he frequently oilers amusement in the 
wjiy of an elephant fight. 
A combat of 


such a uovel character attracts u vast 
concourau of even those who are familiar 
with it. 


The male elephants arc selected, nnd 


for a time before the contest arc fed on 
sugar aud butter. The arena in which 
the huge animals meet is in the form of 
a vast parallelogram, about 300 yards 
long by 200 wiile. It is entirely sur- 
rounded by thick walls; a gieat number 
of narrow doors allow of extranet; or 
exit to the attendants, without permit- 
ting the elephant to follow them. 


The summits of the walls are provided 


with balconies, open to the public. The 
roofs of the neighboring- houses, even 
the trees, are covered with a motley and, 
as usual, noisy crowd. On an elevated 
mound arc placed the female elephants, 
and these, it appears, have u decided 
taste for such sights. 


In the arena itself arc the two males, 


each chained to one of the extremities, 
expressing their wrath by trumpctings, 
aud fiercely digging their tusks into the 
sand. 
Ky instinct the elephant always 


recognizes his '•mahout," or driver, and 
allows him to approach. 


(jniL-efulIy formed young men are 


walking about in groups. These are the 
"saliimri-wallalis." who play the same 
part here as the toreadors at bull-fights 
in Spain, and who may be called " ele- 
phantadors." They wear nothing but a 
light, colored turban and a scanty, tight- 
iittiug pair of trousers, which give the 
elephant nothing to lay hold of. The 
most active carry only a horsewhip and a 
veil of red silk; others arc armed with 
long lances; and, lastly, a small number 
have only a fuse fastened to the cud of a 
stick and n lighted match. 


These hist 'have the least showy, but 


the most important functions to perform. 
They must nose themselves at different 
points of the arena ami run to the rescue 
of the clophantador when in danger. 
Hushing in frout of the infuriated aui-, 
mal, they Hash their fuses in his face, 
when he" recoils in terror, aud they suc- 
cor the wounded, 


Hut they are not allowed to have re- 


course to this stratagem unless there is 
real danger. If they make a mistike 
they are reprimanded. They are all se- 
lected from among the handsomest nnd 
best-made men tlmt can be procured, 
and are endowed with wonderful agility. 


When all is reudy a signal is given 


and The arena clvnred. 
£ach mahout 


seals himself on the neck of the ele- 
phant, the chains are caH loose, aud the 
two animals lire in full view. After an 
instant's hesitation thev approach each 
other with tl.ctrtrunksrafccii nnd trump- 
eting fiercely; their pnce increases and 
they meet in (he centre of the arena. 
Their 
foreheads 
strike 
together, 


aud 
the violence of the sliock is 


So great that their fore feet give way, 
and they remain leaning against each 
other. 


They wrestle with their trunks, which 


they entwine like arm*, and thv mahouts 
IniVQ riomcltmcs to defend themselves 
with their goiiilo. Forcwme minulvfl the 
elephants remain head to head, until one 
of them, llncling himself gradually grow- 
ing weak, feels that he is going to be 
conquered. It is a critical mmituiit, for 
the creature well knows tlmt in taking 
night he must present his tlnnk to the 
enemy, who mav pierce him with hi* 
tusks or throw" him prostrate. 
Tlie 


worsted one, therefore, nummoning up 
all his strength, pushes hU adversary 
buck by one ueflptmtc thrust and takes 
flight. 


The combat is decided; shouts re-echo 


on nil sides, and the spectators are occu- 
pied more with their wagers than with 
the elephant*. Tlio vanquished one tm« 
now to be taken nwny and thu Held left 
free to tho conqueror. 


A party <tf men come with great iron 


pincera, 
Indented, with long handles 


united by a spring. They nkllifully llx 
a pair on one of the hind legs of the ele- 
phant, where, through the operation of 
the spring, they remain tight. The long 
handles get entangled with the other 
three legs, and m the teeth of the pin- 
cers at every step bite a little, the ele- 
phant Mtops short. 
He Is immediately 


bound with chains. 
The vanquished 


one is led out, while tho victor remains. 


The second act i* a combat between 


the winning beast and a troop of men. 
Fusc-l>carcrs ami c'cphantadors rush in- 
to the arena from all nidcs, fairly paralys- 
ing the elephant nt first with astonish- 
ment. But under the pricking of lances, 
tho 
blows 
of 
whips 
and 
the 


Haunting of red banners in its .face, 
It soon Dccomes infuriated, and rushes 
wildly upon the tormentors. The latter 
succeed for a time in escaping the on- 
slaught by jumping to one side and dodg- 
ing about, but sooner or later the ele- 
phant will catch one with his trunk and 
dash him to tlie ground. It ii then the 
fuse-bearer's duty to rush up, and, Iw- 
for the elephant can crush its victim by 
treading or kneeling on him, it is fright- 
ened away by tlio fierce flames dashed in 
its face. 


Tills ends the struggle with the foot- 


men, and .n mounted antagonist for the 
elephant rides In. Thin is the most at- 
tractive point of tlieoombat. , The horse 
is trained and obeys the rider implicitly, 
only moving enough to just escape the 
elephant's rushes. The rider attacks the 
enormous beast with his lance, sometimes 
in front, sometimes in flank, driving him 
into a paroxysm of rage. But even at 
this moment the elephant displays his ex- 
traordinary intelligence. Pretending to 
take no notice of the horseman, he allows 
him to approach behind, and suddenly 
turning round with astonishing rapidity, 
lie is on the point of seizing the horse, 
who only saves himself by u desperate 
bound. 


At length the combat terminates; the 


horseman again salutes the royal party 
and withdraws, and the pinccr-bearcrs 
enter, welcomed by the shouts of tho 
crowd, to secure the elephant. These 
poor fellows have hard work of it, for 
the elephant charges them and they have 
great dilliculty in bringing it to a stand- 
still. 


The king calls before him the fuse- 


bearer who saved the life of the Hatmari- 
wallah nnd rewards him with a piece of 
figured stuff and a purse of 500 rupees. — 
[N. Y. Journal.

Sources From Which Colors Used in 


tho Arts are Derived. 


the animal, vegetable and nnncnil king- 
doms of creation to tluil pigments for USL 
in paintyig." So said a distiiiguishci 
chemist to a writer for thu Washington 
Star,and added : "Jlany of these pigments 
nature had only been able to produce by 
centuries of elaboration in her crucible. 
The ancient Egyptians sought vainly to 
discover some cheaper way of producing 
the exquisite ultramarine tlmn by burning 
the rare and precious lapis la/.uli brought 
from Asia. From their time to uurs per- 


thc same end in view; but only compara- 
tively recently has chemical scieucc an- 
alyzed the substance of lapis lazuli and 
been enabled thus to manufacture a suc- 
cessful imitation. 


"So much for the most beautiful of the 


blues. The most brilliant and gorgeous 
of the reds, culled vermilion, is derived, 
as perhaps you may know, from iiativi 
vermilion or cinmtbar, an ore of mercury. 
However, it is nearly all made byurtil'ice 
now, a mixture of mercury, sulphur, 
potash and water being heated uutil il 
exhibits the bright color desired. 


"A good many kinds of pigment are 


earths from dint-rent parts of the world. 
Haw umber is an earth from Umbia, 
Italy, tinctured with oxide of mangan- 
ese; burnt umber is the same earth after 
it has been subjected to thu action ol 
lire. Yellow ochre and browii ochre are 
earths colored with a chemical prepara- 
tion of iron. Earth suitable for making 
yellow ochre is found in all countries, 
though most of the best of it comes from 
Oxford, England; iu Egypt there used 


it. A transparent kind of yellow ochre 
from Sicnmi, Italy, is Killed raw sienna; 


brown is a bituminous earth from Ciusel, 
Germany, mostly; light red is made b'y 
burning yellow ochre; cologne earth is 
produced by burning vuudykc brown. 
Genuine Indian red, so much valued for 
its subdued and beautiful color, ischictly 
composed of sesijuioxido of iron. Usu- 
ally, however, it is replaced by a very 
successful imitation. 


"Smalt is ground blue glass colored by 


oiiy 300 years ago aud is still obtained 
from that quarter. Flake while is car- 
bonate of lead and Chinese white is oxide 
of zinc. That dazzling color, scarlet, is 
a combination of mercury and iodiuc. 
IIICM iu cmeraiii j^rteu is ouiiimcu m 


acetic acid t«ambo"u -xud ••* from a tret 
in Cevlou iu the shajic of a gum. Indigo 
isjjotby fermenting an infusion of leaves 
of the indigo plant of India. Intense 
blue is a puritled extract of indigo. 


"From another vegetable source, tho 


root of the madder plant, carmine mad- 
der, rose madder, pink madder, brown 
madder and purple madder are obtained. 
For produciii" these beautiful and dura- 
ble colors the madder plant is largely 
cultivated in Tunkcy, France and 11 ol- 


madder root their bones may be colored 
[link, and this phenomenon has been in- 
terestingly exhibited by experiments In 
feeding young pigeons one week with 
nndder root aim the nuxt week without 
it, thu result being that their bones, when

The Great City of Bangkok . With 


Canals for Streets. 


It is no wonder that travelers have BO 


much to say about thu capital city of 
£iam, for of all Ktnmgc cities it is the 
strangest. Coveringjiti enormous amount 
of "round, it stretches for eight milwon 
both sides of the Mcuatu River and bus a 
population of from 500,000 to <JOO,000 
people. So hard is it to take a census 
that the government has not as yet taken 
the number of its people since 1870, but 
good anthoritieswho have lived for years 
iu the city place the number approximate- 
ly as above. 


There is not a single street in all the 


great city of Bangkok leading into the 
country. No, nor even a trail that an 
c ephant could follow. Iu the city proper 
arc miuiv good streets, however, and of 
ate years the natives luivc taken to driv- 
ing horses and ponies, and now almost 
any afternoon one 
or more of the 


numerous princes can be seen driving1 
about the city in stylish turnouts with a, 
hnlf-drcsitd groom standing up behind. 
In place of streets the Siamese havegreat 
natural waterways and canals leading to 
all parts of the kingdom! 


The Afenam Kiver, running through 


the centre of the city, is the great busi- 
ness street and thoroughfare. On both 
sides arc hundreds of stores and shops 
where you can buy everything from a 
needle to a steamboat. 
Leading into the 


country, «;it right angles from the river, 
nre tho great canals of Bangkok— some 
of them being over a hundred miles in 
length, -They lead everywhere, and upon 
them is brought to market the great rice- 
crop of Biam, ns well as the entire pro- 
duct of the land. 
Borne of these canals 


are not more than ten feet wide, while 
every few hundred feet smaller ones lead 
through the bamboos and low-growing 
banana trees to the homes and grounds 
of the natives. 


Many of the larger canals, however, 


arc almost rivers in size, and the largest 
steam launches tow OB many as a dozen 
grain boats fifty and sixty miles inland. 
Bangkok being so near the sea. the tide 
leaves these canal-boats high aud dry at 
Iciist once a day; but. strange as it may 
sectn, the tide here has a way of ncling- 
not ia 'iccordauce with almanac rules ana 
regulations, and sometimes there is i»> 
tide sit all at Bangkok for the entire 
twenty- four, hours. 


The people use the camil waters as- 


public bathing places also, but the na- 
tives do not tiow, as formerly, go into the 
water naked, a late order of the king 
compiling them to wear at k-:ist a small 
garment. Along these canals are located 
many of the great wats of the city, where 
alt day long hundreds of lazy, yellow* 
dressed Buddhist priests can be seen loaf- 
ing about, while near many of these- 
places of worship are sacred hogs wallow- 
ing in mire and filth, sayn a writer in the 
Kansas City Times. Wat I'haug, one of 
the great sights of Bangkok, is" located 
on the river bank, nearly opposite the 
king's grounds. 


It is an immense adair, towering nearly 


100 feet into the air, and is surrounded 
by Kpaclous ground?, but- all parts of tile 
main temple as well ns the smaller ones 
and the hundreds of stone images of 
Utiddlm throughout the grounds are fall- 
ing to pieces, and in n few vcars many of 
thu now celebrated wats of Hium will be 
simply tumblcd-down ruins.

Tho shield which is operated simulta- 


neously from each end nf the tunneling, 
consists of a strong cylinder somewhat 
rcseinlilliig a huge barrel with both heads 
removed. The front eml of tho cylinder 
is jjiarneiicd, so as to have a cutting edgo 
to enter the earth. The roar end of tho 
cylinder for a length of two feet or so is 
nuidn quite thin and is called the hood. 
Arranged around tho main walla of tho 
cylinder and longitudinal the.rmvitli are 
;i serins of hydraulic, jacks, all operated 
from a common pump, each jack having 
conks whoroby It may bo cut off from the 
pump whenever desired. 


Within, tho shields aro vertical and 


horizontal braces and shelves. When at 
work tho Iron plains or the ma?onry of 
which the tunnel Is composed are llrst 
built up within the thin hood of tho 
shield; tho hydraulic jacks aro then madu

STATE TICKET 


JOSEPH A. B. MlTCnULU 


Judge Josnph A. S. Mitchell, tlio gentlo- 


man whe received the high compliuieutef 
an unanimous renominntwn to tbe office 
ef supremo judge, which he ban so ably 
filled for thttpaat six years, is * native ef 
Pennsylvania, where hegrew to manhood, 
and after receiving an education i« one of 
tb* tusi colleges iu tbe East, entered uton 
t»* study ot Uw, and when admitted to 
practice was recognized as one of tbo 
brightest young attorneys in that stat*. 
He came to Indiana just before tho war, 
and when a call was made for volunteers 
be enlisted in a cavalry r^gimont and 
served nearly four year8,'during which 
time he was promoted te the rank of cap- 
tain of cavalry for sjallantry in action. 


Upon his return from ths army he re- 


snmed the practice of bis profession, and 
hae ever since held a high position among 
his associates, who esteem htm Dot alone 
for his wide knowledge o! the law, but for 
his many excellent traits of character. He 
was married soon after the war to Miss 
Jeffries, daughter of a prominent citixMof 
Geshen and of the state. He never aspired 
to political preferment, but in 1884, when 
the democracy of Indiana sought a own 
who would nil the position of supreme, 
judge with credit to the state and honor 
to bis party. It instinctively turned to him, 
and that he has proven himself all they 
thought him to be. ia evidenced in his re- 
nomination. 


A prouiineat republican politician and 


attorney of Koken-o, Judge Blacklidite, 
speskmgof him, said: TThcre is "a man 
whom I consider embodies all thnt is hon- 
orable in a matt and politician. No differ- 
ence what may be the nature of tbe case 
it becoium bio duty to pass upon, whether 
political or otherwise, his decisions liave 
always beon fair and just, in aircordance 
with the best construction of the law."

In ettr sinter state 
of tbe South Mr. Matthews watt reared a 
farmer, (bough at an earlv nge he wan sent 
to Center college, tbo university ef Ken- 
tucky, irom which he graduated inlKS. 
Mrs. Matthews was the only child of Gov. 
VI hitcomb. 
Tht?y moved to Vermillion 


county in 18TO, and immediately took up 
the occupation of farming, which he has 
sctively followed ever since. In the fall 
of IS77 he waa elected to the stnte legis- 
lature, overcoming a large republican ma- 
jority and having the honor of being the 
first democrat elected fnra that cenntv. 
Acain ia 1882 Mr. Matth.ws made 
th* race for stale senator when he suc- 
ceeded in redndng the republican ma- 
jority frewj 300 to 300. In 1880 ho was a 
candidate for the nomination of the oQ1ct» 
of lieutenant-governor, but was compelled 
to give wayin tbe demand fer Gray. Ho 
ha* boon a life-long democrat and farmer 
and bis nomination as a candidate on the 
state ticket is due to those facia. He is a 
flueatspvsket soda cordial man to all 
whe know him and is undoubtedly a pop- 
ular man in both these respectsf He Is 
prominently connected with the Farmers' 
alliance movement, being president of 
tbat organization in bis own county. His 
interests a*tf sympathies ar* In fell ac- 
cord with the farmers of the stnte, whose 
true friend he 10 and always lim been. 
Mr. Matthews Is a pleasing and fluent 
speaker, and feels eeifldent that the re- 
forms sought for by tils people ran bs best 
and ajnlckeet ebtalaed through the dsim 
oratlf party.
